W a s h i n g t o n , M ay 19.—C u ba 
has 
again occu pied the foregrou nd in the ; 
senate. 
It drew large crow ds to the ; 
galleries an d bro u g ht 
tw o 
notable 
speeches, the one by Mr. M ason (Ills.) | 
in favor of the M organ resolu tion, and 
the other by M r. H oar (M ass.) in oppo­ 
sition to it. 
T he Illinois sen ato r pictu red in fe r­ 
vid term s the distress in Cnba, dw ell­ 
ing particu larly u pon the starvin g con­ 
dition of 800 U n ited S tates citizens, as 
reported by the president, and called 
u pon the senate to thro w oflf its le th­ 
argy and pass the M organ resolu tion. 
Mr. M ason had several sharp tilts 
w ith Mr. W ellington (M d.), the la tte r 
protesting tha t he w as being m isrepre­ 
sented. 
It led to considerable com m o­ 
tion in the galleries, d u rin g w hich M r. 
W ellington declared tha t he cou ld not 
be choked off by the ru deness of the 
galleries. 
Mr. H oar spoke in his u su al calm 
and dignified sty le an d took occasion 
to deride bu ncom be appeals to co n ­ 
stitu e n ts an d bragadocio as to ou r n a­ 
tional stren g th. 
Mr. H oar’s criticism s, 
althou gh 
im personal, w’ere 
clearly 
aim ed a t Mr. Alason. 
Senators Gal- 
inger (N. H .) and Haw'ley (Cou u .) also 
spoke, the form er fo r the resolu tion 
and the la tte r u rg in g tha t the U nited 
S tates shou ld not ru sh in to w ar w hile 
ou r coast defenses are m anifestly in- 
adecju ate. 
Senator M ason began w ith sarcastic 
reference to the “ polite delay s” of the 
senate, w hich had taken the place of 
the “ old gam e of filibu ster.” 
Gii one 
pretense or another, he said, the oppo­ 
sition to this resolu tion had su cceeded 
iu delay ing action day a fte r day . 
D ay 
after day the A m erican 
people had 
aw’aited tha t action, had expected tha t 
at least the barbarities of the S paniard 
w ou ld be checked, u n til at last it 
seem ed as thou gh the voice of the 
A m erican people w'as to rem ain silent 
w’hile the “ sale of girls, the m u rder of 
chihlren and the barbarities wdiich the 
{Spaniard calls w'u r” proceeds in Cu ba. 
The senator declar* d it w as tim e to 
act, to c a rry o u t the platform of the 
R epu blican party , and to speak here , 
and now' iu behalf of Cu ba. 
Mr. M a­ 
son referred to “ tha t splendid gentle­ 
m an ” in the presidential chair and to : 
the presid en t’s C u ba m essage in proof 
of the seriou s condition prevailing in 
Cu ba. 
“ H ere is the pro o f,” exclaim ed the 
senator. 
“ In the com m u nication of the presi­ 
dent statin g tha t 8U0 citizens of the ^ 
U nited S tates have been forced into ' 
tow ns are destitu te. 
W ho forced them 
there? 
W as it the insu rgents? T hen 
there is w ar in Cu ba. 
W as it the 
S paniards? T hen if there is not w ar 
there ou ght to be, and w ith u s. 
E ight 
hu ndred A m ericans driven from hom e 
starving, and still som e senators say it 
is not m u ch of a w a r.” 
The senator said tha t w ith this state­ 
m ent tha t 800 A m ericans w'ere su ffer­ 
ing we passed a resolu tion in su bstance 
s a y in g : 
“ Please, kind Mr. Spaniard, 
let u s bring hom e ou r A m ericans and 
protect them u n d er o ar fiu g.” 
A nd 
y et there is no w ar in Cu ba. 
“ If 8(X) A m erican citizens are being 
driven like sw in e,” 
exclaim ed 
Mr. 
M ason, “ com pelling u s to send from 
ou r shore to protect them , if it is not 
w ar, w hat is it ?” 
Mr. M ason tu rn e d his atten tio n to 
the rem arks favorable to E ngland m ade 
by Mr. W ellington (M a.) the day be­ 
fore. 
“ Yes, w e owe her (E ngland) a 
good d ea l,” declared Mr. M ason, “ bu t 
w e settled a good part of it a t B u nker 
H ill.” 
The senator read new spaper extracts 
show ing the condition of 
affairs in 
Cu ba. 
“ Is tha t the kind of in fo rm atio n ,” 
interjected Mr. W ellington, “ tha t the 
senate of the U n ited S tates is to have 
as a basis for a resolu tion of bellig­ 
erency ?” 
Mr. M ason replied tha t the senate 
m u st act on its best inform ation, and 
w hen the S paniard sells his dau ghter, 
m u rders his boy and conceals the facts 
the people m u st rely on the A m erican 
correspondent to get at the facts.

The Illinois senator pictured in fer­ 
vid terms the distress in Cuba, dwell­ 
ing particularly upon the starving con­ 
dition of 800 United States citizens, as 
reported by the president, and called 
upon the senate to throw off its leth­ 
argy and pass the Morgan resolution. 
Mr. Mason had several sharp tilts 
with Mr. W ellington (Md.), the latter 
protesting that he was being misrepre­ 
sented. 
It led to considerable commo­ 
tion in the galleries, during which Mr. 
Wellington declared that ne could not 
be choked off by the rudeness of the 
galleries. 
Mr. Hoar spoke in his usual calm 
and dignified style and took occasion 
to deride buncombe appeals to con­ 
stituents and bragadocio as to our na­ 
tional strength. 
Mr. Hoar s criticisms, 
although 
impersonal, were 
clearly 
aimed at Mr. Mason. 
Senators Gal- 
inger (N. H.) and Hawley (Conn.! also 
spoke, the former for the resolution 
and the latter urging that the United 
States should not rush into war while 
our coast defenses are manifestly in­ 
adequate. 
Senator Mason began with sarcastic 
reference to the “ polite delays” of the 
senate, which had taken the place of 
the “old game of filibuster.” 
On one 
pretense or another, he said, the oppo­ 
sition to this resolution had succeeded 
in delaying action day after day. 
Day 
after day the American people had 
awaited that action, had expected th at 
at least the barbarities of the Spaniard 
would be checked, until at hist it 
seemed as though the voice of the 
American people was to remain silent 
while the “ sale of girls, the murder of 
children and the barbarities which the 
Spaniard calls w ar” proceeds in Cuba. 
The senator declar* d it was time to 
act, to carry out the platform of the 
Republican party, and to speak here 
and now in behalf of Cuba. 
Mr. Ma­ 
son referred to “ that splendid gentle­ 
m an” in the presidential chair aud to 
the president’s Cuba message in proof 
of the serious condition prevailing in 
Cuba. 
“ Here is the proof,” exclaimed the 
senator. 
“ In the communication of the presi­ 
dent stating that 800 citizens of the 
United States have been forced into! 
towns are destitute. 
W ho forced them 
there? Was it the insurgents? Then 
there is w ar in Cuba. 
Was it the 
Spaniards? Then if there is not war 
there ought to be, and with us. 
Eight 
hundred Americans driven from home 
starving, and still some senators say it 
is not much of a w ar.” 
The senator said that with this state­ 
ment that 800 Americans were suffer­ 
ing we pa-sed a resolution in substance 
saying: 
“ Please, kind Mr. Spaniard, 
let us bring home our Americans and 
protect them under our flag.” 
And 
yet there is no war in Cuba. 
“ If 800 American citizens are being 
driven like swine,” exclaimed 
Mr. 
Mason, “ compelling us to send from 
our shore to protect them, if it is not 
war, what is it ?” 
Mr. Mason turned his attention to I 
the remarks favorable to England made 
by Mr. Wellington (Ma.) the day be­ 
fore. 
“ Yes, we owe her (England; a 
good deal,” declared Mr. Mason, “ but 
we settled a good part of it at Bunker 
Hill.” 
The senator read newspaper extracts j 
showing the condition of 
affairs in 
Cuba. 
“Is that the kind of information,” 
interjected Mr. Wellington, “that the 
senate of the United States is to have 
as a basis for a resolution of bellig­ 
erency r” 
Mr. Mason replied that the senate 
must act on its best information, and 
when the Spaniard sells his daughter, 
murders his boy aud conceals the facts 
the people must rely on the American 
correspondent to get at the facts.

L in d o n , May 19.—The harmony of 
the European press on the subject of 
the conditions of peace is remarkable. 
The semi-official papers,The Times.The 
Novoe Vroniya.The Temps, The North 
German Gazette and The Fremdenhlatt, 
arc as one in 
the vigorous terms in 
which they denounce Turkey’s preten­ 
sions. 
Now that the last ol>stacle to a 
sjieedy armistice is removed by Ger­ 
many, which temporarily blocked the 
negotiations, having instructed 
her 
ambassador at Constantinople, Baron 
Von Sauerum-Jeltseh, to join tho other 
ambassadors in pressing upon the porte 
the necessity of agreeing upon an arm ­ 
istice, it can be taken for granted that 
with the innumerable forms of coercion 
ready to the hands of the powers, the 
sultan will yield 
to the inevitable 
within a day or two, especially as the 
capture of the Greek positions at Do- 
niokos will go far to satisfy the Turkish 
war party. 
An order telegraphed to Kdhem P a ­ 
sha to cease hostilities probably indi­ 
cates that the Turkish government is 
about to yield to tho demands of the 
powers. 
It is further stated that the 
porte is now disposed to cuter into ne­ 
gotiations to bring about permanent 
peace with Greece unon terms less on­ 
erous than those which have been 
heretofore demanded. 
There is no confirmation here of the 
report of 
disturbances at 
Athens, 
though, no doubt, there are grounds to 
fear a popular manifestation. 
C o n s t a n t i n o p l e , May 19. — There 
has boon a sudden and unexpected 
change in the political situation. Rus­ 
sia quietly showed her hand and there­ 
by forced Germany and Turkey out of 
the game, to all intents and purposes. 
Turkey, supported by Germany, wus 
practically defying 
Russia, 
Franco, 
Austria, Great Britain and Italy, in­ 
sisting upon the annexation of Thess­ 
aly in add (iou to a huge war indem­ 
nity and seemingly w a s determined to 
march upon Athens. 
The ministers received official ad­ 
vices from Sofia announcing that orders 
had been issued for the partial mobili­ 
zation of Die Bulgarian army p o s h ly 
at tho in stitu tio n of Russia. 
There 
was a hurried consultation of the 
ministers. 
The war party was for 
further defiance, hut in tho end nacifio 
counsels seemed to have prevailed, for 
orders were telegraphed 
to Bd hem 
Pasha, the Turkish communder-iu-chief 
in Thessaly, to cease hostilities. 
The peace negotiations will now be 
undertaken in real earnest and the 
Greeks will most likely be spared any 
further humiliation.

MILUONS IN HUTTONS 


CATCHES MADE OF COSTLY DIAMONDS 


IN T H E DAYS OF LOUIS XIV.

Recently at the Hotel Drouot there 
Was a sale of a curious and interesting 
lollection of ancient b uttons, the proper­ 
ty of Baron Perignauof Paris. This col­ 
lection, which was exhib ited in 1889 at 
the exposition of decorative arts, might 
rival any one of those txdongiug to the 
most 
enthnsiastio b nttouists in the 
world. Clapisson, the musician, col­ 
lected 7,750 different sjiecimens. 
In 
1849 a collectiir in Ghent exhib ited 
more than 80,000, and M. Maignien, 
the lib rarian of the Grenob le lib rary , 
gained a certain reputation in this 
b ranch of curiosities through his collec­ 
tion of b uttons of liveries and of uni- 
iormH. 
The b uttons of the eighteenth century 
b ring high prices in the market at the 
present time. There are some of them 
that Fragonard, we are told, decorated 
with his marvelous pencil. 
In his time 
it was fashionab le to make preiwdits of 
b uttons as b ig as a crown piece, on 
which allegories and various sub jects 
were carved. 
Baohaumont writes In his “ Secret 
Memoirs,” Nov. 18, 1786: “ The mania 
for b uttons is toilay extr(*mely ridicii- 
kms. 
They are not only of enormous 
size, some of them as b ig as six jHumd 
crowns, b ut miuiutures and pictures are 
made uiMtii them, and this ornamenta­ 
tion is extremely costly . 
Some of them 
reprewnt the medals of the 12 Ciesars, 
others antique statues and still others 
the Metamoipheses of Ovid. ” 
Isab ey , 
in his b iographical notes, 
say s that when he came to Paris ho 
worked for a living b y making copies 
of VanlooH and Boucliers (» n tlu* lids of 
snuffb oxes, and that for these medal­ 
lions he was paid from 6 to 8 frunes 
each. “ As it was still the fashion,” he 
said, “ to wear b uttons as b ig as a 5 
fraiio piece, upon whieh Cupids, flowers 
and landst'apes were cut in cameo, I ’ 
went into that b usiiu’ss. 
I got 12 sous 
for each. ” 
Two y ears after this periotl in the 
life, of Bachiiumont b utttins ab uudomvl 
erudition to take up edileship. 
All the ! 
flue monuments of Paris were carved 
on them. 
Then came the patriotic b ut­ 
tons, representing the taking of the Bas­ 
tille, the emb lem of the three orders, 
the Phry gian cap, the portraits of Louis ; 
XVI, of Mirab eau. 
Shortly afterward these ornaments 
were laid aside. The reign of the ar­ 
tistic b utton was over, and the mother i 
of pi^arl b utton b ecame general. 
I 
The oldest b uttons at pieseut in the ! 
museums and among the collections are 
the gold b uttons discoveri'd at My eeua*, 
at the time of the excavations undertak­ 
en b y Dr. Sohliemami, and also those 
found in the tomb of Childeric I. The ' 
latter were exhib ited at the Louvre in 
Ihe Musee des tSouveraius. They are 
made of gold and of coloretl glass, imi­ 
tating garnet. 
Buttons detached from 
copt*B and religious garments of the 
middle ages and of the renaissance 
have also b e<*n discovered. 
But the richest things of the kind, b e­ 
y ond a doub t, are those that w ere worn 
b y Louis XIV. M. Maze-Seucier, in the 
“ Register of Diamonds and Prest*nts to 
the King,” at present preserved in the 
ministry of foreign affairs, gives an offi­ 
cial act'ount of the b uttons of that pomp­ 
ous sovereign. It is as follows: 
“ Feb . 8, 1686.—Montarcy presented 
to the king 80 diamond b uttons, valued 
at 180,080 livrt‘8. 
“ May 7, 1685.—Made and delivered 
b y Sieur Bose, 6 diamond b uttons, 80,- 
000 livres. 
“ July 26, 1686. — Handed over b y 
Montarcy to the Marquis de Seignelay * 
for the king 76 diamond b uttons, 686,- 
708 livrea 
“ Aug. 1, 1686.—Two diamond b ut­ 
tons, 67,866 livrea 
“ Aug. 16, 1686.—Three diamond b ut­ 
tons, 69,660 livrea 
“ Deo. 20, 1685.—Four diamond b ut­ 
tons, 88,776 livrea” 
Another item in the same y eart 
“ July 26, 1685.—Furnished b y Mon- 
tarcy for the king’s vest: Forty -eight 
gold b uttons, each set with a diamond, 
and 96 clasps, 48 of which were com­ 
posed of five diamonds each and 48 of 
one diamond each, 185,128 livrea 
“ Also 884 clasps for the doub let of 
the kina.

MILLIONS IN HUTTONS 


CATCHES MADE OF COSTLY DIAMONDS 


IN THE DAYS OF LOUIS XIV.

Recently at the Hotel Drouot there 
Was a sale of a curious and interesting 
tollection of ancient buttons, the proper­ 
ty of Baron Porignanof Paris. This col­ 
lection, which was exhibited in 1880 at 
the exposition of decorative arts, might 
rival any one of those belonging to the 
most enthusiastio buttonists in the 
world. Glapisson, the musician, col­ 
lected 7,760 different specimens. 
In 
1849 a collector in Ghent exhibited 
more than 80,000, and M. Maignien, 
the librarian of the Grenoble library, 
gained a certain reputation in this 
branch of curiosities through his collec­ 
tion of buttons of liverie* and of uni­ 
forms. 
The buttons of the eighteenth century 
bring high prices in the market at the 
present time. There are some of them 
that Fragonard, we are told, decorated 
with his marvelous pencil. In his time 
it was fashionable to make presents of 
buttons as big as a crown piece, on 
which allegories and various subjects 
Were carved. 
Baohaumont writes in his "Secret 
Memoirs, ” Nov. 18, 1786: "The muni a 
for buttons is today extremely ridicu­ 
lous. 
They are not only of enormous 
size, some of them as big as six pound 
crowns, but miniatures and pictures are 
made upon them, and this ornamenta­ 
tion is extremely costly. Some of them 
represent the medals of the 12 Ca*Hurs, 
others antique statues and still others 
the Metamorphoses of Ovid.” 
Isabey, in his biographical notes, 
says that when he caiue to Paris he 
worked for a living by making copies 
of Vnnloos and Bouchers on the lids of 
snuffboxes, and that for those medal­ 
lions he was puid from 6 to 8 franc* 
each. "A* it wa* still the fashion,” he 
said, "to wear button* as big a* a 6 
franc pieoe, upon which Cupids, flower* 
and lands' ape* were cut in cameo, I 
went into that business. 
1 got 12 sou* 
for each. ” 
Two year* after this period in the 
life of Bachaumout buttons abandoned 
erudition to take up edileship. 
All the ! 
fine monument* of Pari* were carved 
on them. Then came the patriotic but­ 
ton*, representing the taking of the Bas- 
tille, the emblem of the three orders, 
the Phrygian cap, the portraits of Loui* 
XVI, of Mirabeuu. 
Shortly afterward these ornament* 
were laid aside. The reign of the ar- ; 
tistio button was over, and the mother i 
of pearl button became general. 
The oldest button* at present in the ! 
museum* and among the collection* are 
the gold button* discovered at Mycoua\ 
at the time of the excavation* undertak­ 
en by Dr. Schliemann, and also those 
found in the tomb of Childeric I. The 
latter were exhibited at the Louvre in 
the Musee des Souverains, They are 
made of gold and of colored glass, imi­ 
tating garnet. Buttons detached from 
copes and religious garment* of the 
middle ages and of the renaissance 
have also been discovered. 
But the richest things of the kind, be­ 
yond a doubt, are those that were worn 
by Loui* XIV. M. Maze-Heucier, in the 
"Register of Diamonds and Presents to 
the King," at present preserved in the 
ministry of foreign affairs, gives an offi­ 
cial account of the buttons of that pomp­ 
ous sovereign. It is as follows: 
"Feb. 8, 1686.—Montarey presented 
to the king 80 diamond buttons, valued 
at 180,080 livres. 
"May 7, 1686.—Made and delivered 
by Sieur Bose, 6 diamond buttons, 80,- 
000 livres. 
"July 26, 1685. — Handed over by 
Montarey to the Marquis de Seignolay 
for the king 76 diamond buttons, 686,- 
703 livres. 
"Aug. 1, 1686.—Two diamond but­ 
tons, 67,866 livres. 
"Aug. 16, 1685.—Three diamond but­ 
tons, 69,660 livres. 
"Dec. 20, 1685.—Four diamond but­ 
tons, 88,776 livres.” 
Another item in the same ycart 
"July 26, 1685.—Furnished by Mou- 
tarey for the king’s vest: Forty-eight 
gold buttons, each set with a diamond, 
and 96 clasps, 48 of w hich were com­ 
posed of live diamonds each and 48 of 
one diamond each, 185,128 livres. 
"Also 884 clasps for the doublet of 
the kina. 162 of which were .formed of
